Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on 19 October 2001 and 
16 January 2004 have been considered by the examiner, and initialed copies of the 
PTO-1449 forms are enclosed herein. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,5-12, and 16-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art (notably Kim '335 and Kim 798) does not disclose the LCD of claim 
1 or claim 12, in particular the limitations reciting a pixel electrode having electric field 
induction window, a dielectric structure on either the common electrode or the pixel 
electrode acting as a spacer between the substrates, and a common auxiliary electrode 
surrounding the pixel region and on a layer equal to the gate lines. Claims 1 and 12 are 
therefore allowed, as are claims 5-1 1 which depend from claim 1 and claims 16-22 
which depend from claim 12.
